FOR FISH REEL 


A new use for a fishing reel 
has been discovered by Grant 
McConachie, flying president 
and managing director of 
United Air Transport. 

“No more fancy patented air- 
plane radio acrial gadgets for 
me,” said the airways’ chief as 
he toyed with a large fishing 
reel which lay on his desk, 
Thursday morning. 

“Airplane aerials are made 
of copper wire and are un- 
reeled when he wishes to re- 
ceive or broadcast and must be 
freeled in before he lands,” 
explained Grant. “There are 
expensive reels specially manu- 
factured for the purpose, but 
we have not found them en- 
tirely satisfactory.

CAR TRAGEDY 


Decide Taplin Exercised 
Reasonable Precaution 
To Avoid Accident 


A coroner's jery sitting in Foe- 
ter and McGarvey's endertaking 
parlors Wednesdsy afternoon 
found that the driver o° the car 
which struck and killed Mrs. El- 
len MeFarlane, 63, Seturday night, 
“exercised reasonable precaation 
te aveld this accident.” 

The car driver, Charles Edward 
Taplin, 85, unemployed trainman, is 
out on bail of $5,000 awaiting pre- 
liminary hearing of a charge of 
manslaughter Se against 
him by police following investiga- 
tions of the accident. He did not 
testify, but statements made by him 
to police were read to the court. 
SKULL CRUSHED 

The jury, acting on evidence 
given by Dr. J. W. MacGregor who 
performed an autopsy, decided that 
“death was due to extensive crush- 
ing injuries to the skull.” They 
named Taplin as the driver of the 
de=th car. 

Attention has been focussed on 
the case due to the tragic fact that 
Argyle McFarlane, ambulance driv- 
er for Foster & McGarvey’s, and 
son of the dead woman, was sum- 
moned from the undertaking par- 
lors nearby where he was on duly 
awaiting the arrival of his mothe: 
who was coming to relieve him, to 
take charge of the accident victim 
He only recognized his mother 
when he attempted to lift her onto 
the ambulance stretcher. 

Frank Maher, first person ‘0 
reach the scene of the accident, to!c 
the jury that he was walking sout) 
on 103 street with friends, They 
had proceeded about a third of 4 
block pest the intersection of 100 
avenue, where the accident occur- 
red, when he bheerd a crash and 4 
screeching of brakes. 

“I ran back to where the car was 
e@gainst the tree on the northeast 
corner of the intersection,” he said 
“When I got alongside I could sec 
the woman in a sitting position, 
between the car and the tree, Tap- 


‘| lin and myself pushed back the car 


and she fell over. 

“I went to the undertaking par- 
lors for help, The gentleman who 
came to the door (Argyle McFar- 
lane) followed me over, then went 
back for his ambulance. Then | 
heard him say ‘They've killed my 
mother,’ or words to that effect. 

“The visibility was poor and the 
avenue very slippery,” said Maher. 
His testimony was corroborated by 
his wife.

Constable Walter Crawford 
showed the jury a plan of the acci- 
dent before they went out to ex- 
amine the location. When they re- 
turned he told them Taplin’s story 
—that he had been coming east on 
the avenue between 15 and 20 
miles per hour, had blown his horn. 
and swerved to pass her when she 
appeared to stop. The car struck 
her when she started up again, he 
said. His evidence was corroborated 
by, Constable A. W. Patterson and 
Sergeant Major Alex Riddell,

It 
should be so colored as to be as readable as pos- 
sible. 


SAFE RETURN 


The party of Russians who have been camp- 
ing on the polar ice since May now say they are 
ready to be rescued; in fact would rather like 
to be. The floe on which they pitched their tent 
is a migrant. It has wandered 745 miles from 
where it was when they homesteaded on it, and 
is in danger of drifting into the Atlantic, where 
it would melt, be broken up by storms, or swept 
by waves. As a place of residence it has ceased 
to be attractive, if it ever was, or even safe, and 
may soon cease to be tenable, Hence the sug- 
gestion that a friendly plane come along and 
take the party back to solid earth. 

Whatever gains science may make as a result 
of the observations taken by the party, the fete 
they undertook, and from which it is to be hoped 
they will emerge safely and successfully, was 
remarkable in itself. Nothing like it had been 
done before. Many persons and parties have 
drifted about the Arctic sea on ice floes in by- 
gone years, but none of them meant to do that 
when they started out, They were ship-wrecked 
explorers who took to the ice when their ships 
went down or were crushed. The Russians were 
voluntary voyagers on their drifting floe. They 
landed on it deliberately, with suitable supplies 
and equipment, to make a technical study of 

conditions. . 

That they have learned some things is ob- 
vious, They have demonstrated that, thus out- 
fitted, indefinite existence in the ice area is 
quite possible. They have found the direction 
and speed of at least one polar current. Beyond

that, it will remain for scientists to list their 
discoveries, and for the future to relate these 
to the practical things of life. Whatever the out- 
come, they have done something outstanding, 
requiring courage and resource, and attesting 
their zeal to broaden the bounds of knowledge. 
They deserve a safe return, with their records 


and instruments intact.

WINNIPEG AND EDMONTON 


City Solicitor Prudhomme told the Rowell 
Commission that Winnipeg will not be able to 
balance its budget this year, without taking 
relief costs into account. For five years the city's 
credit had been so poor it could not sell bonds. 
Its revenue had dropped since 1931 by the 
amount of $1,000,000 a year. Something drastic 
had to be done by the end of this month or the 
city will have no money to finance relief. The 
tax rate since 1934 had been 34% mills, with 12 
mills additional for local improvements. To raise 
the rate would only accelerate the present rate 
at which property is being abandoned to the 
city. 

Winnipeg therefore asked that it be relieved 
of contributions to old age pensions and unem- 
ployment relief; that its relief debts be taken 
over by the province or the Dominion; that it be 
given substantial grants toward the cost of edu- 
cation and police protection; that the province 
pay city taxes on the commercial enterprises it 
operates in the city; that the province also turn 
over to the city part of the proceeds from the 
tax on gasoline sales and motor license fees, 

These concessions for which Winnipeg is 
asking have a familiar ring to Edmonton ears. 
This city has been asking for most of them 
periodically for ten years or more; and the other 
Alberta-cities have put in similar requests. Un- 
less Winnipeg has better luck, the end of the 
month will find it with a deficit and no money 
for relief, according to the City Solicitor. 

It is pertinent to note that Winnipeg’s net 
debt, deducting sinking funds and excluding 
utility bonds, is $54.77 per head of population. 
Edmonton's net debt is four times as large, 
$221.31 per head of population. Winnipeg's tax 
rate is 4414 mills, and the City Solicitor says it 
can’t be raised without speeding up the con- 
fiscation of tax-payer property. Edmonton, ac- 
cording to the City Comptroller, need not ex- 
pect a tax rate less than 54 mills for thirty years. 

If Winnipeg cannot pay its running expenses 
and carry a debt of $54.77 per head of popula- 
tion, how is Edmonton going to pay running 
expenses and carry a debt of $221.31 per head? 
If Winnipeg's tax rate dare not be hoisted above 
44% mills, because that would wipe tax-payers 
off the roll faster than they are now disappear- 
ing, how are Edmonton’s taxpayers supposed to 
be able to put up a minimum of 54 mills per year 
for the next thirty years? 

These are questions which Edmonton's 
council, which rivetted the 54-mill thirty-year 
tax rate on the burgesses, now confront; and 
to which they will have to find some more 
hopeful answers than threats to cut off relief 
and leave people hungry.

The Minister of Finance is arranging a re- 
funding loan providing for the redemption from 
revenue of $22 millions of the tax free Victory 
Loan 5 1-2 per cent bonds. The government is 
refunding $100 millions of the $122 millions now 
outstanding.

As in Geneva in 1936, when the forces of 
aggression were manifested in Italy’s attack on 
Ethiopia; as in the London non-intervention 
committee, when they have taken the form of 
blatant violation of an international agreement 
concerning Spain; so at Brussels where the in- 
creasing threat to world order has become plain 
the answer which the representative of aggres- 
sion’s victim must take back to his people has 
been the same.

THE PHILIPPINES 


The Japanese threat to occupy the island of 
Hainan and to blockade the ports of French 
Indo-China if France shipped munitions to 
China shows to what extent Japan is prepared 
to go to enforce her assumed authority in the 
Far East. President Quezon is developing an 
army strong enough, he hopes, to “make any na- 
tion think twice” before attacking the Philip- 
pines. But this land force might not prove of 
much value without naval support. If the islands 
were on their own, Japan would hardly “think 
twice” about attacking them. As affairs in the 
Pacific become more troubled it is not hard to 
see why President Quezon might hesitate to 
sever all ties with the United States.—Buffalo 
News.

It has always seemed to me a major tragedy 
that so many people go through life haunted by 
the fear of death—only to find, when it comes 
that it’s as natural as life itself. For very few are 
afraid to die when they get to the very end. In 
all my experience only one seemed to feel any 
terror—a woman who had done her sister a 
wrong which it was too late to right.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 

If all the provinces had agreed to the proposal 
of the Dominion government to amend the 
B.N.A. Act and give the Dominion power to 
establish a system of unemployment insurance, 
this would soon have been done. The unwilling- 
ness of Quebec and Alberta to surrender their 
provincial jurisdiction does not help matters. 
New Brunswick delays a definite answer until 
its legislature has considered the matter. 

Six provinces, including Ontario, three west- 
ern provinces and two maritime provinces, have 
agreed to the federal proposal. The Dominion 
government has not yet indicated what it in- 
tends to do about it. Unanimous agreement, 
though not absolutely necessary, was naturally 
to be preferred. 

There is overwhelming support in the 
country for the establishment of unemployment 
insurance in some form. The government may 
consider whether it should go ahead with its plan 
with the support of six—possibly seven—of the 
nine provinces, containing 60 per cent or more 
of the population, or whether it should await the 
report of the Rowell Commission whose inquiry 
calls for consideration of the assignment of pub- 
lic services, including the social services, to the 
Dominion and the provinces. An affirmative de- 
cision by New Brunswick would provide addi- 
tional support for the former course.—Manitoba 
Free Press. 


CHANGING THE CONSTITUTION 

The British North America Act took definite 
form seventy years ago when systems of social 
insurance such as old age pensions, unemploy- 
ment benefits and mothers’ allowances were un- 
known. Control over such matters and over 
hours of labor and working conditions were 
vested in the provincial authority. The privy 
council has decided that the Dominion has no 
authority to enter into engagements at Geneva 
on behalf of the nation as a whole that would 
give this country uniform hours of labor from 
coast to coast. Yet the provinces for the most 
part do not wish to assume responsibility for 
such matters and realize the undesirability of 
having widely-varying provincial standards of 
labor and of social insurance schemes, 

Economic conditions and the methods of 
doing business have changed greatly since the 
B.N.A. Act was written and many of the pro- 
visions of the constitution are unsuited to present 
needs. The legislative powers and limitations of 
the provinces and the Dominion require adjust- 
ment. Heavy annual expenditures and consider- 
able revenues would be affected by a reappoint- 
ment of federal and provincial privileges and 
responsibilities. Any material change with re- 
spect to these matters, therefore, would 
necessitate alterations to the financial relations 
between the nine provinces and the federal 
authority. 

Under the old order the Dominion is paying 
allowances to the provinces on the basis of popu- 
lation that amount to four million dollars yearly. 
The Dominion also is paying subsidies to the 
provinces that total .14 million dollars per year.

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Your Health

Celery is one of the very best non-starchy 
vegetables for cooking and salads, and there is 
no disorder where it cannot be freely used if any 
fibrous food is allowable at all. 

During the fall and winter months when other 
vegetables are scarce, celery is usually plentiful 
and when used abundantly will be found to be a 
valuable blood cleanser and “tonic”. Those who 
are ill frequently have a lowered blood alkalin- 
ity and celery helps to correct this condition 
because of its richness in the alkaline-forming 
elements. The cellulose which it contains pro- 
vides the colon with a non-irritating bulk and 
is therefore helpful in preventing constipation. 

The celery which we now use is a great im- 
provement over the. wild plant. It is longer, 
better flavored, less stringy, and whiter than 
the original celery. The Greeks are said to have 
valuéd this plant, but as it was partially wild it 
had too strong a flavor for general use, and was 
used as @ garnish as we now use parsley. 

The practise of bleaching celery seems to 
have begun in England. A nephew of John 
Milton describes it in these words: “Sellerie, it 
is an herb which is usually whited for an excel- 
lent winter salad.” 

In my estimation, the best celery is that 
which has been bleached, as the bleaching re- 
moves certain volatile oils which are slightly 
irritating to the body. 

If you are wondering what vegetable to give 
your family which will be healthful and whole- 
some, go right now and get a pencil and write 
“Celery” on your market list. 

Here are some methods of preparing celery: 

STEWED CELERY 

First wash each stalk well, scrubbing with a 
brush to remove the poisonous spray which may 
have been used for the purpose of killing in- 
sects. Cut each stalk into short pieces and boil 
for two hours. This long, slow cooking will de- 
velop a new and delicious flavor. This stew may 
be made into an appetizing soup, if desired, by 
the addition of cream or milk. Add butter to the 
soup, or to the stew, at the table, for added 
seasoning. : 

CELERY STEW 

Cook the celery until tender and combine 
with a can of green pea soup, or with cooked 
green peas which have been pressed through a 
colander. 

CELERY AND GREEN PEA SOUP 

Boil together equal parts of chopped celery, 
green peas and potatoes. 

CELERY AND CHICKEN SALAD 

This is a good way to use scraps or left-over 
chicken. Chop the chicken finely, and combine 
with equal amounts of chopped celery. Serve in 
tomato shells on lettuce. 


STUFFED CELERY 
After washing and cleaning the stalks, fill 
each one with soft cheese. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. L. F. W. wants to know: 
“Is tuberculosis inherited; that is, if the mother 
has it, will the child also have it?” 

ANSWER: Tuberculosis ‘s not inherited, but 
the predisposition to it may be transmitted to 
the child. That is, the child is born with a tend- 
ency to this disorder. Usually, when the child 
becomes tubercular, it is the result of exposure, 
which exposure would necessarily be most fre- 
quent when the child lives with a parent having 
the disease. Children do not seem to resist a 
tubercular infection as readily as adults and for 
this reason are in greater need of protection 
against it when there exists a continual] danger 
of contracting the disease. The child born of a 
tubercular mother, especially the child with a 
poorly developed chest, should be trained in that 
way of living which will develop the greatest re- 
sistance and at the same time should be given 
special exercises to bring about a better chest 
development. When the child remains in the 
same dwelling with the mother, then stringent 
prophylactic measures must be enforced. 

QUESTION: Mrs. R. C. X. writes: “How about 
lobster, crab and shrimp? Are they healthful or 
unhealthful?” 

ANSWER: In my opinion, lobster meat is a 
healthful protein when used fresh, prepared by 
boiling without the addition of cheese, and in 
the proper season. Lobster contains between 17 
per cent and 19 per cent protein. Lobster, crab 
and shrimp are all wholesome. Most people 
enjoy them, as they provide variety in the diet 


| and come as a welcome change. In addition, such 


foods are an excellent source of iodine, which 
is a substance necessary for the normal function- 
ing of the thyroid gland. 


In recent years 
special federal grants have been made to P.E.I.,, 
N.S., N.B., and B.C., pending a reconsideration 
of the question of subsidies. Loans have been 
made to the western provinces for relief pur- 
poses that amount to 132 million dollars. The 
prairie provinces have suffered many yeas of 
depression and are facing a financial situation 
that they cannot meet without national aid. 

The King government is to be commended 
for creating a royal commission to make an in- 
quiry and report on a better division of legisla- 
tive and financial authority. The sessions of the 
commission opened in Manitoba this week and 
were featured by the presentation of the views 
of the government of that province. Manitoba 
proposed that the Dominion should take over 
blocks of provincial debt in proportion to the 
annual federal subsidies which would be dis- 
continued and that the balance of the provincial 
debts, in the western provinces at least be re- 
funded at an average rate of 3% per cent. 
Also, that the Dominion assume the full cost of 
unemployment relief and old age pensions and 
fifty per cent. of the cost of mothers’ allow- 
ances, hospitalization, care of the mentally de- 
ficient, highway construction and maintenance 
and technical education. In return for this shift- 
ing of burdens it was proposed that the provinces 
should give the Dominon sole power to collect 
succession duties, 

In practice these proposals would cause the 
Dominion to take over 533 million dollars of pro- 
vincial debts, reducing them to 829 million dol- 
lars. The net saving to the provinces in interest 
would be 23 million dollars yearly after calculat- 
ing the loss of the subsidies, 

Ontario and Quebec might be reluctant to 
part with their right to collect succession duties 
even to obtain the benefits suggested by Mani- 
toba. Such duties yielded an average of 14 
million dollars yearly to the Ontario treasury 
during the last two years. In a general way, how- 
ever, the nature of the changes that should be 
made in the constitution appears to have been 
indicated by the proposals submitted by the gov- 
ernment at Winnipeg.—Toronte Star,

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
Saturday, Dec. 9, 1937, found 
| William Lyon Mackenzie, on his 
flight to the Niagara frontier, 
seeking refuge in a farmhouse at 
Wellington square, past Hamilton, 
He had had many narrow escapes, 
had hid in caves and haystacks and 
| late on the Friday night hadswam 
a creek, whose waters were icy 
cold and which left him chilled to 
the bone. 

Early in the morning it began to 
| snow and, fearing that his foot- 
prints would betray him, Macken- 
zie hid in a pea rick, whence he 
—— at Colonel McDonell and a 
party of soldiers search the house, 
barn and area. His luck held how- 
ever, and they did not examine the 
rick. MacKenzie was half frozen, 
quite starved; his feet had swollen; 
and he was about as depressed as 
he could be out of prison. But soon 
the farmer (“though a Tory, he had 
a kind heart”) brought to the rick 
two botttles of hot water to warm 


| and some bread and butter. It was 
decided that as the country was 
“swarming with armed men looking 
for me” that Mackenzie should lay 
| low until dark. This he did, ob” 
taining some needed sleep. 

Tramping through the dark and 
snow the fugitive made his way to 
another farm, where he was made 
welcome as a wayfarer, his identity 
being unknown Later Maéckenzie 
went on towards his former home 
| at Dundas. After several narrow 
escapes there he was given a horse 
by an old friend. He rode a while 
but was compelled to return to 
walking, because of an edventure 
| which was nearly fatal. . He was 
taken by a local man to be a horse 
thief and was being t<ken to a mage 
istrate’s house, where it was certain 
he would be recognized. Risking 
everything Mackenzie told his cap- 
tor his name and swore him to sec- 
recy. Then again taking horse he 
rode on through to Smithville 
which he reached on the Sunda¥ 
morning, having mcny narrow ese 
| capes on the way. He entered the 
| house of a friendly Loyalist, who 
| was at church, and from his win- 
dow saw pursuers interrogate a 
woman, who knew nothing and 
| watched them drive on the St. 
| Catherines roed. His friend came 
back from church; bade him wel- 
come; gave him food, put him to 
bed, kept him there, washed his 
clothes and altogether acted the 
good Samaritan. .aen at 8 o'clock 
on the Sunday night Mackenzie set 
out for Buffalo.

But Not Number 


LONDON, Dec. 9—A_ British 
survey of world aircraft today 
noted an “enormous” increase in 
the size and efficiency of the 
United States alr force to “one 
of the biggest and possibly the 
most efficiently armed” in the 
world, 

C. G. Grey made the ranking in 
his preface to the 1937 edition of 
Jane's “All the World's Aircraft.” 

He credited German fighting 
planes with being equal in power 
and performance to British and 


American craft “though not in 
numbers,” 

LIGHT BOMBERS 

Asserting all countries were 


building light bombers of tremen- 
dous speeds, he told how fast Amer- 
ican and German airliners had pro- 
duced “a complete turn-around” 
from heavy bombers, 

Tt was a “ridiculous situation,” 
then,- he declared, which found pas- 
senger airliners “nearly twice as 
fast as heavy bombers in all air 
forces. 

“In — @ year ago some big 
and medium American passenger 
machines were fast enough, if 
fitted with guns, to chase most of 
the world’s high-speed fighters 
out of the sky.” 

Since then, he cited British de- 
velopment of the Blenheim bomber, 
able to exceed 300 miles an hour, 
and German concentration on high- 
speed twin-engined aircraft under 
ine guidance of Ernst Udet, stunt 
flier. 

Grey said large bombers needed 
big crews and could be downed 
with one anti-aircraft shot, while 
smaller craft split the risk and had 
higher performance.

TO SUE FIRM 


Case Concerning Specula- 
tive Dealings in Grain is 
Disallowed Here 
Right of James B. and John V. 
Turner, wheat-growing brothers | 
of Blackie, Altsa., to sue the Al- 
berta Pacific Grain Company 
for $25,000, was disallowed by the 
appellate division of the supreme 
court of Alberta here Thersday. 

The case concerned speculative | 
dealings in grain, purchase of wheat 
on margin. 

An appeal against a judgment of 
Mr. Justice W. C. Ives, in Calgary} 
some months ago, was dismissed in 


a judgment written by Chief Jus- 
tice Horace Harvey. 


“MERELY GAMBLING” 

In his judgment, Mr. Justice Ives 
held the Turner brothers were 
“merely gambling in wheat futures” 
—an illegal act under the criminal 
code. 

At the hearing here of the appeal 
in October, the chief justice re- 
marked if the evidence indicated 
the Turners never intended to take | 
actual delivery of wheat purchased, 
the dealings became a criminal act. 
If it came within the criminal code, 
there was no case. 

The Turners, who suffered heavy 
losses in grain dealings between 
1928 and 1932, charged the Alberta 
Pacific Grain company failed to 
heed their instructions while acting 
as brokers for them. 


JUDGMENT IN PART 

In part, the judgment of Chief 
Justice Harvey today said 

“It is urged that in the present 
case the plaintiffs well knew be- 
cause they were advised by the de- 
fendant that they must take de- 
livery at the time fixed for delivery 
unless they did something else.

This holiday 
was observed for the first time 
in Alberta last year when it 
was declared a statutory holi- 
day by an amendment to the 
Interpretation Act at the 
1936 session of e Alberta 


legislature. 

hile Boxing Day is ordi- 
narily observed the day after 
Christmas, it will be held Mon- 
day, December 27, this year, 
due to the fact that Christmas 
Day falls on a Saturday and a 
holiday cannot be legally ob- 
served on a Sunday. In effect, 
this gives Alberta a three- 


day holiday—Saturday, Sunday 
and Monday. 

- Boxing Day is not included 
im the list of holidays pro- 
claimed as such by the Domin- 
jon parliament, but each prov- 
ince has the right to pass legis- 
lation making the first week 
day after Christmas a holiday. 

Edmonton itself will observe 
Boxing Day through provisions 
of the city charter.

Hon. J. G. Gardiner Re-

SASKATOON, Dec. 8 — Im- 
Provement of the breeding quali- 
ties of Weste-n Canada livestock, 
together with a permanent bul- 
wark against future feed short- 
Qges, were predicted here last 
fight by Hon. James G. Gardiner, 
federal minister of agriculture, 
fn an address before delegates to 
the Western Canada Livestock 
Union convention. 


The minister envisioned a more 
stable agriculture for Saskatche- 
wan resulting from government 
measures taken since the onset of 
drought, to rehabilitate farmers of 
the so-called drought area, and to 
keep 60,000,000 acres of land in- 
habited.

ft had been in the last six or 
seven. True, the area had extend- 
ed farther north in 1937, but in 
the other three directions, ¢here 
had been a definite narrowing of 
the area. Intensity of the drought 
this year, however, had been 
more evident, due to the depletion 
ef sub-soil moisture. 


But there had been drought cyc- | 
les before, the minister stated, re- 
ferring to the 1886-1895 period in 
the central region. There had been 
people move out of the dry area at | 
that time, but there were others 
who saw through the hard times. 
“They are doing as well today as 
those who moved out.” 


IMPORTANT FACTOR 

Keeping people on the land was 
the most important factor confront- 
ing governments and private enter- 
prise in such times as the present. 


In the United States, vast sums of | 


money had been spent in former | 
years to achieve this purpose, and | 
the example set there could well 
be followed in Canada. 

In this country, too, measures had | 
been taken by private corporations | 
to maintain people on the land, and | 
the speaker instanced the Alberta | 
irrigation project of the Canadian 
Pacific railway whereby 400,000 | 
acres of land were put under water 
at $50 an acre, and people actually 
paid to move onto the land. 

The Prairie Farmers’ Rehabilita- 
tion Act of 1935 had provided a 
means whereby the government 
could aid in keeping people on the 
land. But putting an end to soil 


suring wheat production and by not 
cultivating certain land, living con- 
ditions could be bettered.

ACH FRITZ, of Blue Bomber fame, watched hig team skid sround 

om the ice-covered grid at the University of Michigan yesterday and 
pronounced himself disgusted with them. Furthermore, he publicly in- 
sinuated that he would not be surprised if the said Bombers took a 
walloping when they meet the Toronto Argos for the Dominion crown. 
All of which would indicate that Fritz is getting his boys fighting mad 
in plenty of time for Saturday. 

Any time a western team goes east in search of the Dominion foot- 
ball title, they have to vault over an eight-ball as big as @ house. This 
imposing eight-ball is the cast'’s quaint habit of playing its football finals 
at the same time that Santa Claus comes to town. The fact that even 
American colleges in much warmer climates have sense enough to finish 
off the grid season before Christmas makes no impression on the tradi- 


tion-bound east. 


The western grid champs invariably have a month of idleness 
on their hands while the east gets leisurely around te its football 
finals. That sort of layoff ruins any team, especially when the 
weather makes practices next to impossible. It put a big crimp in 
the style of the Sarnia Imperials, who had been clicking their heels 
for a long spell before they met the Argos a week ago. 


This is the major reason why I think an east-west playoff under 
present regulations is nothing more or less than squandering money for 
the sake of a little bit of pride. The dice are loaded against the west 
right now. The Bombers will have to reduce their interference from 
10 to three yards for one thing—and that is considerable. Then they | 
have to spend a couple of weeks gypsying around, and if they don't 
have to wear snowshoes for the final it will be a miracle, | 

The game will not be anything like a fair test of the west’s foot- 
ball calibre, although {t undoubtedly is a marvelous test of patience and 
endurance. There are no sound reasons for the east taking so long to| 
name a champion. The Intercollegiate teams do not figure in the pic- 
ture, so the excuse cannot be advanced that it is the late opening of the 
colleges that delays the start. Actually the teams do start almost early 
enough now, but for some vague reason they call the first batch of 
games preliminary exhibitions. 


The blunt truth of the matter is that eastern Canada doesn't care 
a hoot about what the west wants in football matters and never did 
lese any sleep on that score. It is about time that the west got 
tough for a change and forgot all about Dominion finals. A few 
seasons of this attitude might tring a little co-operation. 


Last year a suggestion was launched which would really be a bene- 
fit to western Canada football if it were followed up. That suggestion | 
is that genuine efforts be made to arrange a game between the western | 
Canada champions and one of the top-notch college teams in the U. S. | 
The Americans are deeply interested in the rules used here in the west | 
and there are a number of U. S. rules we could adopt to advantage. It 
is only by international games that these rule improvements will be 
made. It should be an annual event. |

Six-Man Football Sweeps Country 


hasn't made the headlines yey but probably the most interesting 

football development on the continent during the season just winding | 
up is the way the six-man game has swept over the United States. It 
was devised in 1934 by Stephen E. Epler of Chester High School, Ne- 
braska. There were only 50 boys in the school and no money to buy 
expensive quipment. After the idea of reducing the team to six men 
struck Epler, he worked out a code of 10 simple rules in a week, tried 
the thing out, and it was a success right from the start. 

The miniature grid game is cheap, injuries are greatly reduced, it is 
fast and interesting, and any high school in either Canada or the United 
States has enough material to field a team. This year over 1,000 schools 
had six-men teams in regular inter-scholastic leagues, while 600 schools 
had inter-class leagues. These leagues and schools were pretty well | 
centered around Nebraska, the Dakotas and surrounding states. They | 
proved so successful that the number is likely to be trebled next season. 
In the United States 75 per cent of the secondary schools have enroll- 
ments of less than 200 students. 

If ever a game was tailor-made for western Canada it is thig minia- 
ture football. If the governing grid bodies were to encourage its adop- 
tion, it would pay tremendous dividends by producing home-grown 
material for senior clubs. This encouragement might take the form of 
obtaining and supplying rule books to schools, donation of trophies, | 
and the provision of a coaching course for high school teachers who/| 
are not familiar enough with the game to handle a team. This course. 
could be provided during the summer school here at very little cost 
There are a number of men in Edmonton who are fully qualified to 
lecture and demonstrate and would probebly be glad to give their ser- 
vices gratis. |
